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County Audit Called 


Grand Jury Requests Full Audit

Rumors and speculation 
were ended late Wednesday 
when the Collin County 
Grand Jury requested an 
independent, outside audit of 
county books 
The request came after 
several months of con­ 
troversy over the need for 
such an audit. Mrs. C.J. 
Copmann and Mrs. 
H A. 
Dillingham 
took 
their 
request for an outside audit 
to the grand jury after being 
turned down three times by 
the Collin County Com­ 
missioners Court. 
Collin County business had 
been 
the 
subject 
of 
testimony before the grand 
jury 
for 
several 
days. 
County commissioners and 
their critics, Mrs. Copmann 
and Mrs. Dillingham, gave 
extensive testimony on the 
need for an audit and 
possible misappropriation of 
funds and misuse of county 
equipment. 
However, both women 
have repeatedly said they 
are 
not 
im plying 
any 
wrongdoing on the part of 
any individual. 
Grand Jury Foreman John 
Waddell of Plano asked 199th 
District Judge Tom Ryan to 
order the audit as provided 
for 
by 
state 
statu tes. 
Waddell requested the judge 
to appoint an independent 
auditor for the purpose of 
auditing county 
d e p a rt­ 
ments and funds. 
The audit is to be a full 
audit including inventories, 
staff and supply not merely 
a verification of figures, 
Waddell said. 
He specifically said the 
audit 
request 
was 
not 
directed at any one person or 
any one department, but was 
requested to put the county 
on a m ore business-like 


m e n d a t i o n s 
w h e r e 
necessary. 
After 
receiving 
the 
request. Judge Ryan polled 
each of the juro rs and 
commended them on their 
“dedication to duty.’’ He 
said, however, that he hoped 
the 
request 
was 
“ not 
prompted by a desire to 
impugn the integrity of 
county officials.” 
Ryan then noted off the 
court record that “ to borrow 
a 
phrase 
from 
H arry 
Truman: ‘The buck stops 
here.’ 
“ All too often, lately, 
action that should be taken 
by county officials ends up 
here in my court,” Ryan 
pointed out. 
The judge was referring to 
the re-evaluation of county 
property for tax purposes 
which resulted from 
the 
Lovejoy School District suit, 
the payment 
of Sheriff's 
Investigator Jerry Kunkle 
which resulted from a writ of 
mandamus filed against the 
com m issioners, and 
the 
banning of cam eras from 
c o m m i s s i o n e r s 
c o u r t 
m eetings which will be 
heard in his court on March 
I. 
Specific recommendations 
from the grand jury included 
the following points: 
-T h a t 
the 
audit 
be 
initiated for fiscal 1973; 
-That it be directed to all 
departments and precincts 
located within the confines 
of the county; 
-That it should be directed 
not only to the verification of 
county finance figures, but 
to the audit procedures now 
in use; 
-That it include recom­ 
m endations 
for 
the 
establishment of procedures 
for accounting methods and 
record-keeping; 
-That the audit include an 


equipm ent 
item s 
and 
re c o m m e n d a tio n s 
for 
procedures for the main­ 
tenance of an inventory 
ledger on equipment, as well 
as supplies and m aterials; 
-That the audit be made 
for the purpose of assisting 
the county in the establish­ 
ment of procedures for the 
operation of the county on a 
business-like basis; 
-That it be done on an 
annual basis. 
“ I’m most pleased that the 
highly qualified grand jurors 
evaluated what we offered 
them and determined that 
an audit was needed,’’ Mrs. 
Dillingham said Thursday 


morning. “They have shown 
they are as interested in 
good, honest government as 
we are. 
“This is still definitely not

ON THE EAST BANK OF 
THE SUEZ CANAL UPI 
In a flutter of doves and a 
carnival atmosphere of joy. 
Israel today handed over the 
Egyptian territory it cap­ 
tured in the October war. 
Hundreds of Patton and 
Centurion 
tanks, artillery 
pieces and armored per­ 
sonnel c a rrie rs stream ed 
across the Suez Canal into 
the Sinai over the last Israeli 
bridge as its forces com­ 
pleted the fourth stage of the 
disengagement 
agreement 
with Egypt and ended 129 
days of occupation on the 
west bank. 
A senior Israeli paratroop 
commander whose unit first 
crossed the waterway under 
fire formally turned over the 
evacuated area and the 
causeway to United Nations 
forces at noon 6 a.m. EDT. 
One soldier held aloft a 
three-foot-long wooden key 
to give to the U. N. com­ 
mander. Others in sheer 
exhuberance swam 
lazily 
across the canal on their 
backs, spurting water irony 
their mouths and laughing. 
On each tank and in each 
truck, smiling soldiers sang 
and waved to newsmen as 
thev rumbled toward home. 
About 125 soldiers danced 
and spilled champagne on 
each other and sang Israeli 
folk songs on the east end of 
the 
asphalt 
two-lane 
causew ay 
spanning 
the 
canal opposite Dir Suweir. 
Even as they sang, the 
rumble of explosions could 
be heard in the distance as 
Israeli 
sappers 
destroyed 
E gyptian 
m ilitary 
in­ 
stallations before giving up 
the last one-third of the 560- 
square m ile west bank 
salient captured in the war. 
Black 
and 
white 
mushroom clouds could be 
seen rising on the horizon. At 
one U N. outpost set up at 
dawn, a Swedish private 
said. 
“ There 
is 
much 
demolition in this area as 


you can see. They’ve been at 
it for several days now. But 
there’s more this morning.” 
Many of the tanks and half 
tracks sported balloons and 
pennants. Some had signs 
with slogans such as “The 
Israeli 
E ast 
Africa 
A ssociation.” or “ W e're 
Tired of This Place - We’re 
Going Home.” 
Three cages of doves 
flapped into the sky as the 
last M-60 tanks, armored 
personnel carriers and half­ 
tracks rumbled over to the 
east bank. 
Other 
members 
of the 
paratroop unit stripped to 
their underwear and swam 
across the waterway. They 
spurted water from their 
mouths and laughed.

And, most im ­ 
portant to viewers, these b- 
films quite often are the 
m ost enjoyable p r o g ra m ­ 
ming in a day of television- 
watching. 
Some of the stars in the b- 
movie reruns hold up far 
better than the name per­

y esterd ay . F o r exam ple, 
Rod Cameron is, 
in 
my 
opinion, one of 
the most 
commanding presences, and 
best actors, ever to have 
starred in Western movies. 
What’s more, he could make 
the transition to 20th century 
roles, put on a suit and tie, 
and be just as persuasive.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — It 
is Saturday in Chilly City, 
U.S.A. Delbert and Della 
Dalperdang are heading for 
a suburban shopping center 
to buy their son Thadbury a 
pair of sturdy brown ox­ 
fords. 
“There’s a big traffic jam 
up ahead,” Ms. Dalperdang 
says. ‘‘Be sure to stay in the 
left hand lane.” 
“ It must be a gas line,” 
Mr.

cries, 
pulling into the right hand 
lane. “We’re in luck.” 
“But Delbert, we’ve got 
two-thirds of a tank now,” 
Ms. Dalperdang points out. 
“I know, but by the time 
we get to the pump the tank 
will be half empty. This is 
Saturday and we had better 
fill up while we have the 
chance. There’s no telling 
when we might find another 
gas station that’s open.” 
It Isn t Very Long 
As it turns out, it isn t very 
long. 
The shoe clerk who fits 
little Thadbury with a pair of 
two-tone, stacked-heel demi 
boots says he had heard 
there is a gas station over in 
another suburb that stays 
open on Saturday. 
Immediately upon leaving 
the shopping center, Mr. 
Dalperdang drives over to 
the other suburb, joins the 
gas station queue and after 
waiting 25 minutes with the 
motor running has the tank 
refilled. 
He arrives back home with 
two gallons more than when 
he left, and com m ends 
himself on having triumphed 


over the gasoline shortage.

cursion, which is based on a 
true life story, is typical of 
what is happening in large 
Am erican cities a s the 
energy crisis worsens. 
The question on Saturday 
is not 
whether one 
has 
enough gasoline to get where 
one wants to go, but whether 
one has enough gasoline to 
get more gasoline. 
There’s A Way to Beat It 
Every m otorist has a 
horror of not having enough 
gas to get to the next gas 
station. But there s a way to 
beat the Saturday closings. 
The trick is to fill up on 
Friday afternoon. Sm art 
motorists have found that 
Friday fillings will give 
them enough 
gasoline to 
drive all over the city 
Saturday 
looking for 
a 
station that’s open. 
Thus far the Federal 
Energy 
Office 
has 
not 
calculated the amount of 
extra gas that is used by 
motorists going out of their 
way to get gas and waiting in 
line after they get there. 
As a

Washington Birth 
Date Unknown 


LUBBOCK, Tex. (UPI) — 
lf you’re afraid George 
Washington might be upset 
with plans to celebrate his 
birthday early this year, 
don’t fret. 
According to a West Texas 
historian, even old George 
could not decide just which 
day to blow out the candles. 
The historian has proof that 
during the last decade of 
W ashington’s 
life, 
he 
celebrated his birthday on 
two different days — ll days 
apart. 
“I have been able to locate 
several newspapers dating 
back to Washington’s era,” 
sam Ford M itchell, c rsa ^ r 
of an 18th Century American 
Heritage museum at Lub­ 
bock. “ In some of the ac­ 
counts in those papers, it 
described 
some 
of 
W ash in g to n ’s 
b irth d a y 
parties. They were held ll 
days apart even then. 
“Therefore, I don t think 
he would really care that we 
are selecting different days 
now. In fact, he’d probably 
feel humbled that his bir­ 
thday had been selected as a 
national holiday.’ 
An Unusual Collection 
Mitchell has spent the past 
18 months putting together 
one of the most unusual 
collections found anywhere 
in the Southwest. He has an 
18th Century collection of 
furniture, 
guns, porcelain 
and documents from 
the 
world of George Washington. 
“We are extremely proud 
of a showcase we have in our 
main lobby, containing a 
letter Washington wrote in 
1786 to George T aylor,” 
Mitchell said. 
“ In the same case we have 
a sewing bag made from the 
cloth of a favorite gown of 
Martha Washington, with an

A similar bag is displayed 
in 
W ashington’s

Other B elies Shown 
Mitchell said that while 
the relics of the Washingtons 
themselves form the center 
of the Briercroft Collection, 
also included are many 
items that recall a bygone 
craftsmanship of the 18th 
Century. 
The collection, a kind ot 
oasis in the middle ot the 
desert, is housed in a replica 
of Mount Vernon which 
alsoserves as the main of­ 
fices for the B riercroft 
Savings 
and 
Loan 
Association. 
The 
association 
has 
gathered an 
im pressive 


collection of artifacts dating 
from the period of the 
revolution for perm anent 
display, open free to the 
public 
during 
regular 
business hours. 
A musket carried by a 
member of the 38th British 
Regim ent 
which 
p a r­ 
ticipated in the battle of 
Bunker Hill, guns, swords, 
books, documents, porcelain 
and furniture have 
been 
collected and care taken to 
establish an authentic set­ 
ting for the collection. 
Some Old Furnishings 
“The drapes and carpeting 
which 
adorned 
Mount 
Vernon 
in 
George 
Washington’s day have been 
reproduced and a Williams­ 
burg grouping of 
early 
American furniture has been 
assembled,’ 
Mitchell said. 
“We will hold special open 
house hours Monday — a day 
when we will be closed for 
business 
in 
honor 
of 
Washington’s birthday—and 
include a special unveiling of 
a four-pounder cannon which 
Sm ithsonian 
Institution 
experts believe to be the 
oldest of its kind found in the 
W ashington, D C., a re a ,” 
Mitchell said. 
The Potomac River gun, 
believed to be of Dutch 
origin and to date back to 
1700 or earlier, was dredged 
from the Potomac about 30 
years ago and sold to a scrap 
yard dealer. 
The cannon was purchased 
20 years later by an or­ 
dinance engineer for 
the 
Navy, B ert Sobers, who 
m a k e s a hobby of buying and 
restoring old weapons. He 
and his wife, from Fairfax, 
Va., will be special guests at 
the Monday unveiling. 
City Was Lucky 
“ Lubbock was fortunate 
when it was selected as one 
of the official Bicentennial 
cities to help celebrate our 
nation’s 200th birthday in 
1976,” Mitchell said. 
“While we plan to take a 
m om ent 
to 
pause 
for 
Washington’s birthday this 
year, we are really planning 
ahead to the Bicentennial of 
America’s independence in 
1976—and 
to 
m aking 
everything in our collection 
ready for display in two 
years,” he said. 
The cannon is 
in the 
sunken courtyard in front of 
the Briercroft Mount Vernon 
office, w here association 
president 
Claude 
R. 
Meadows Jr. said it would 
rem ain 
on 
perm anent 
display 
as p art of the 
Briercroft Collection. 
“We hope persons who 
plan to be in Lubbock for the 
Bicentennial, and to view the 
many things being planned 
for this city, will include a 
tour to our Mount Vernon 
and collection while they are 
here,” Meadows said.
